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The National Institute of Dental Research (NIDR) is interested in expanding its 

nutrition research program. The primary focus of the program will be to obtain 

knowledge which will contribute to a better understanding of the role of poor 

nutrition as an etiologic factor in oral disease and the role of sound nutrition 

as a preventive measure. In order to accomplish these goals studies are 

encouraged in three general areas: 1) Population or epidemiologic studies, 

2) Laboratory studies using model systems and 3) Human clinical studies. Of 
interest are nutritional factors which affect the development and functional 
capabilities of the major structures of  the craniofacial complex including pre-
disposing factors which may lead to eventual dysfunction of the teeth, salivary 
glands, oral mucous membranes and bone. For example, of particular interest 
are protocols designed to assess the various effects of nutritional deficiencies 
and excesses on the defense mechanism of the oral cavity including the host immune 
response, integrity of mucous membranes, influence on salivary secretions and 
their protective function, effects on tooth development and possible predisposi­
tion to bone resorption and periodontal disease. It is also encouraged that 

consideration be given to determine possible unique nutritional requirements

related to age (i.e., pre- and post-natal period, pre- and post-adolescent period, 

middle age and senescence). 


The next two deadlines for the receipt of grant applications are February 1, 1975, 

and June 1, 1975, respectively. Review and award of such grants will be through 

the usual NIH procedures.
